atilmal in \yliicii -tliey miglit 
concentrate their search. 
Ihil llien In IflOtJ. i)r. Karl 
Landsteiner — an Austrian 
Nobel I'ri/.c wintibr — suc- 
ceeded in infecting monkeys 
with the germ taken from the 
.spmal cords of human polio 
patients. This initial break- 
tlu'ough enabled scientists to 
find that the disease was be- 
ing caused' by viruses, rather 
than bacteria. 

Meanwhile, polio was in- 
vading theUnited Stale.s. In 
the. .summer of 1894, il struck 
100 children in the little 
lumbering village of .Otter 
Creek.
